Landing  Probed  by 

NICAP,  AF 

A cufiOus  latidinc  report,  in  New  York  state  on  Auf^*  19,  has 
been  thorous^lily  checked  by  NICAP,  state  iwliceancfi  five-mrui  AF 
team*  Tins  siehtln^,  which  occurred  on  the  WiUtam  Butcher 
dairy  farm  near  Cherry  Creek,  N*Y*,  Involved  three  members  ol 
the  Butcher  family  and  a laurth  witness.  Here  is  their  report: 

At  8:20  Harold  Butcher,  16,  was  operating  a milking 

machine  m a dairy  barn  housing  17  cows*  A portable  radio  on 
the  wall  was  turned  to  a newscast,  when  a sudden  static-Hke 
interference  drowned  It  out.  Then  the  tractor  which  ran  the 
miLktng  machine  abruptly  stopped,  A moment  later,  a Holstein 
bull  secured  outside  began  to  bellow  and  puU  at  a steel  bar  to 
which  It  was  chained. 

Young  Butcher  ran  to  a window  and  saw  a large  elliptical 
object  nearing  the  grotnind,  a fourth  of  a mile  away*  A reddish 
vapor  could  be  seen  underneath,  and  he  heard  a steady  beep-beep 
sound.  The  UFO  was  on  the  groxind  only  a few  seconds,  then  it 
shot  straight  up,  disappearing  in  low  clouds. 

When  che  other  witnesses  came  out,  after  Harold  Butcher 
phoned  the  house,  they  noted  a strange  odor,  also  a greenish  glow 
in  the  rlotjcis  where  the  UFO  had  vanished.  Meantime,  it  was 
found  that  the  bull  had  bent  the  steel  bar  in  his  efforts  to  get 
Loose, 

Half  an  liuur  later,  when  the  stramre  craft  reappeared,  circling 
thp  nr^a.  Mrs.  Butcher  called  State  police.  Two  troopers  invpsti- 
nated,  rsoTifi^d  the  AF.  N*'xt  day, Capt*  James  Dorse v^  Operations 
Offirer,  4621st  AF  Grnup,  arrived  with  four  .AF  technicians. 
When  thev  mined  the  ground,  an  odd  purplish  liquid  substance 
dier  j'.v'red  at  Several  places.  Small  unexplained  marks,  two 
mf  h-is  vkP  and  two  in<dies  .ipart.  also  were  found,  alone  with 
T iineed  ^rass  and  foluvie. 

Alter  th"  AF  team  left,  NICAP  Jf'ffrcy  Gow  obtained 

samples  f the  purplish  subsr.ince  anu  sina'^d  foliage,  and  sam- 
ples were  dudied  by  the  Kawecki  ChemuMl  Co.,  whose  president 
IS  .a  NIC.AP  adviser.  Spectrn?;raphic  analysis  showed  the  mam 
elements  of  the  liquid  to  be  aluminum,  iron  and  silicon,  Some 
phosphorous  was  found  in  the  weed  samples,  which  the  analyst 
said  might  cause  a j^hospliine  smell,  explaining  the  odd  oc!(>r. 

On  the  night  following  the  Cherry  Creek  incident, Stah^  Trooper 
Kiehard  Ward,  a few  miles  from  this  area,  watched  an  object  with 
eigiu  cirr^ular  lights  in  line  flying  twice  as  fast  a a jet,  ft  emitted 
a faint,  unfamiliar  purring  sound. 

Dr.  Fr-d  C,  Fair  and  John  Ma.xweli,  of  NICAP  New  York  Sub- 
committee No.  2,  carefully  checked  the  Cherry  Creek  site  and 
questioned  the  witnesses.  On  the  basis  of  present  evidf^nce,  they 
believe  the  report  is  genuine.  Dr.  Fair  has  confirmed  that  two 
state  troopers  who  investigated  also  seem  to  be  convinced.

The  vioness  was  working  in  a barn  when  he  noticed  unusual  AM  radio  inter- 
ference plus  a beeping  sound.  When  he  went  outside  he  saw  an  object  which  ne 
described  as  being  saucer  shaped  like  two  plates  lip  to  lip.  The  object  was 
described  as  50  feet  long  and  20  feet  thick,  its  color  was  shiny  silver  with 
red  glowing  streamers  projecting  downward  from  the  entire  perimeter  plus  a 
trail  of  red  to  yellow  color.  The  object  was  reported  to  have  appeared  to  land 
near  the  farm  and  when  the  observer  sighted  it,  the  object  rapidly  ascended  in- 
to the  clouds.  The  clouds  then  turned  green  (color  of  tree  leaves)  and  an  odor 
like  burning  gasoline  from  the  object  was  also  noted. 

Four  to  five  minutes  later  the  object  reappeared  descending  slowly  from 
the  clouds  over  a wooded  area  and  then  rose  again  into  the  clouds  emitting  a 
dim  red  trail.  The  clouds  again  turned  green  near  the  object.  The  object 
reappeared  at  2100  hours,  descending  toward  the  sxarface.  It  then  rose  to  a 
height  below  the  clouds  and  moved  away  SSW,  while  emitting  yellow  trail. 

The  object  was  reported  to  have  caused  reduction  in  the  milK.  from  the 
farmer’s  cow  from  2%  cans  to  1 can,  disturbed  a bvill  in  the  field,  and  caused 
a dog  to  bark.
